e Adjust the R/G/B color settings or select the Color 
Temperature via OSD. 


¢ Make sure the audio cable is properly connected to 
the monitor. 

¢ Adjust the volume settings of both your monitor and 
computer. 

¢ Make sure the computer sound card driver is 
properly installed and activated. 

¢ Make sure the audio source is correct on the OSD. 

¢ Few players will not send the necessary information 
after their color input format are changed.
